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ONE MAN KILLED, 
TWELVE WOUNDED 
IN CHARLOTTE RIOT 


Police Open Fire on Mob 
of Strikers and Sympa- 
thizers That Gathered at 
Street Car Barn. 


MACHINE GUN USED 
BY THE POLICEMEN 


Trouble in Charlotte All 
During Monday as Re- 
sult of Effort to Resume 
Car Service. 


Charlotte, N. C., August 25.—At 
least one man was killed and a 
dozen injured late tonight when 
police guarding the car barn of the 
Southern Public Utilities company 
fired on a mob estimated at a thou- 
sand or more which had been held 
at bay for several hours. 

It was said at least a hundred 
shots were fired. Reports were 
conflicting as tq the immediate 
cause of the shooting. Shortly 
after midnight the crowd had 
dwindled to less than 200 persons. 

Thirty policemen and fifty spe- 
cial guards with a machine gun 
were on duty at the barn. There 
had been a mob about the barn 
for hours as the copfbany resumed 
operation of the street car service 
today, .folNowing -two weeks ‘of in- 
terruption by a strike of car men. 

‘Several cara were in operation be- 
tween the hours of 8 and 11 this 
morning and between 2 and 5 o’clock 
this afternoon. While groups of 
men at various points along the 
streets hooted at and derided the 
non-union men operating the cars, 
there was no violence during the 
afternoon, the only serious outbreak 
of the day having occurred soon 
after the cars were. started this 
morning, when Assistant Superin- 
tendent C. H. Drum, of the railway 
system, was knocked down and 
painfully injured. His assailants 
were promptly jailed. 

Z. B. Taylor, president of the South- 
ern Public Utilities company, pub- 
licly stated that his compahy will 
not recognize the Amalgamated 
Union of Street Car Uperators, but 
will operate cars on the Charlotte, 
Winston-Salem and Greenville sys- 
tems and call upon the government 
to proteg their property. The city 
officials and a committee appoint- 
ed from the trade organizations 
here recommended that the utilities 
company accept the strikers’ de- 
mands and settle the trouble. 
RIOTERS STONE 
PITTSBURG CARS. ' 

Pittsburg, Pa., August 23.—After 
the first three cars they operated 
were stoned and one wrecked in a 
downtown street the receivers of 
the Pittsburg Railways company 
made no further effort late today 
to break the strike of 3,000 motor- 
men and conductors, which has 
tied ap trolley transportation here 
for the last eleven days. More 
than a score of persons were ir- 
jured in rioting, which broke out as 
soon as the cars left the barns, 
Several persons were hit by shots 
fired by rioters who followed the 
cars in automobile trucks. Many 
arrests were made.

Union Locals to Decide. . 

Acting President Jewell of the 
Taiway employees department of 
the: American Fedration of Labor, 
and his advisers, said they would 
communicate the decision to the 
union locals for acceptance or re- 
jection.

“It goes without saying that if our 
efforts to bring the cost of living 
down should fail, it will be of course 
necessary to accept the higher cost

adjusted along with the rest.” 


‘ Recommendation of Hines. 


Mr. Hines’ recommendation to the 
president as to the amount of in- 
crease to be given went exhaustive- 
4 into the reasons advanced by 

e shopmen as to the necessity 
for more pay. He showed that the 
average increase in shopmen’s earn- 
ings was in excess of the total in- 
créase in the cost of living from 
July 1, 1915, and August 1, 1919, 
due to the fact that standardiza- 
tion adopted at the request of the 
employees had given thousands a 
higher classification and higher pay 
than they previously enjoyed, 

Wages paid for similar work in 
ship yards, which workers the shop- 
men have cited as higher paid, Mr. 
Hines said, were higher because the 
work was tefmporary and carried 
On under gre pressure, and also 
the workmen were forced to live in 
congested districts where living was 
extremely high, while railroad shop- 
men generally have the advantage 
of small or semi-rural] communities, 
Private industries, the director gen- 
eral found, were paying about three 
cents an hour more than the rail- 
road administration, which differ- 
ence will be equalizeaq under the 
four-cent advance. 

“I approach this matter,” Mr 
Hines said in his report, “with the 
Clearest conviction that the rail- 
roads must be conducted now and 
for all time in the future in such 
& way as to give to railroad em- 
ployees an adequate compensation 
and a liberal share in the returns 
from railroad operation. This is 
not only justly due to the employees 
who make possible the rendition of 
the service, but is obviously in the 
interest of good service. It is true 
now and will be true to a continu- 
ally increasing extent in the future 
that a state of contentment on the 
part of railroad labor will be indis- 
pensable to efficient railroad serv- 
ice and this contentment can not 
exist unless the evidence of fair 
treatment is so clear that it will 
carny conviction to the railroad em- 
ployees themselves.” 

In addition to the 4 cents an hour 
increase for most of the shopmen, 
the director general ordered that all 
freight car repairmen receive 67 
cents an hour, instead of 63 cents, 
for steel car repairers, and 68 cents 
for wooden car repairers, and that 
car inspectors should receive 67 
cents instead of 58 cents, with the 
exception in both classes that the 
increase for men employed at out-

“My fellow citizens: 

“A gituation has arisen in con- 
nection with the administration of 
the railways which is of such gen- 
eral significance that I think it my 
duty to make a public statement 
concerning it, in order that the 
whole country may know what is 
involved. 

“The railroad shopmen have de- 
.manded a large increase in wages. 
they are now receiving 53, 63 ana 68 
cents per hour. They demand 85 
cents per hour. This demand has 
been given careful and serious con:- 
sideration by the board which was 
constituted by the railroad adminis- 
tration to adjust questions of wages, 
@ board consisting of an equal num- 
ber of representatives of employees 
and of the operating managers of 
the railroad companies. This board 
has been unable to come to an agree- 
ment, and it has, therefore, devolved 
upon the director general of raii- 
roads and myself to act upon the 
merits of the case. : 

“The shopmen urge that they are 


entitled to higher wares because of 
the higher wages for the present 
received by men doing similar work 
in ship yards, navy yards and arse- 
nals, as well as in a number of pri. 
vate industries, but I concur with 
the director gencral in thinking that 
there is no real basis of compari- 
sen between the settled employment 
afforded mechanics by the railroads 
under living conditions as various 
as the location and surroundings of 
the railway shops themselves and 
the fluctuating employment afford- 
ed in industries exceptionally and 
temporarily stimulated by the war 
and located almost without exception 
in industrial centers where the cost 
of living is highest. 


Cest of Living at Peak. 


“The substantial argument which 
the shopinyn urge is the very serious 
increase in the cost of living. This 
is a very potent argument indeed. 
But the fact is that the cost of liv- 
ing has certainly reached ita peak, 
and will probably be lowered by the 
efforts which are now everywhere 
being concerted and carried out. 
it will certainly be lowered as soon 
as there are settled conditions of 

roduction and of commerce; that 
8, as soon as the treaty of peace is 
ratified and in operation, and mer- 
chants, manufacturers, iarmers, 
miners all have a certain basis of 
calculation as. to what their busi- 
ness will be and what the conditions 
will be under which it must be con- 
ducted. The demands of the shop- 
men, therefore, and all similar de- 
mands wre in effect this: That we 
make increases in wages, Which are 
likely to be permanent, in order to 
meet a temporary situation which 
will last nobody can certainly tell 
how long, but in all probability only 
for a limited time. Increase in 
wages will, moreover, certainly re- 
sult in still further increasing tho 
costs of production, and, therefore, 
the cost of living. and we should 
only have to go through the. same 
process again. Any substantial in- 
crease of wages in leading lines of 
industry at this time would utterly 
crush the general campaign whicb 
the government is waging, with 
energy, vigor and substantial hope 
of success, to reduce the high cost 
of living. And the increases in the 
cost of transportation which would 
necessarily result from increases in 
the wages of rajlway employees 
would more certainly and more im- 
mediately have that effect than any 
other enhanced wage costs. Only 
by keeping the cost of production 
on its present level, by increasing 
production, and by rigid economy 
and saving on the part of the peo- 
ple can. we hope for large decreases 
in the burdensome cost of living 
which now weights us down. 


Must Consider Public. 


“The director general of railroads 
and I have felt that a peculiar re- 
sponsibility rests upon us, because 
in determining this question we are 
not studying the balance sheets of 
corporations, but in effect determin- 
ing the burden of taxation which 
must fall upon the people of the 
country in general. We are acting, 
not for private corporations, but in 
the name of the government and the 
public, and must assess our respon- 
sibility accordingly. For it is neither 
wise nor feasible to take care of 
incredses in the wages of railroad 
employees at this time by increases 
in freight rates. It is impossible at 
this time, until peace has come and 
normal conditions are restored, to 
estimate what the earning capacity 
of the railroads will be whign ordi- 
nary conditions return. There is no 
certain basis, thérefore, for calcu- 
lating what the increases of freight 
rates should be, afid it is necessary 
for the time being, at. any rate, lo 
take care of all increases in the 
wages of railway employees tts 
appropriations from the public 
treasury. ees 

. such circumstances it §& 
aane to al and I believe will seem 
clear to every thoughtful American, 
including the shopmen themselves 
when they have taken sec7nd 
thought, and to all wage earners of 
every kind, that we ought to post- 
pone questions of this sort until 
normal conditions come again and 
we have the opportunity for certain 
calculations as to the relation be- 
tween wages and the cost of liv- 
ing. It is the duty of every citizen 
of the country to insist upon @ truce 
in such contests until intelligent set- 
tlements can be made, and made by 
peaceful and effective commor coun- 
sel. I appeal to my fellow citizens 
of every employment to co-operate 
in insisting upon and maintaining 
such a truce gnd to co-operate also 
in tainted the government in 
what I conceive to be the only 
course which conscientious public 
servants can pursue. Demands un- 
wisely made and passionately in- 
sisted upon at this time menace the 
peace and prosperity of the coun- 
try as nothing else could, and thus 
contribute to bring about the very 
results which such demands are in- 
tended to remedy. 

One Claim to Be Met. 


“There is, however, one claim 
made by the railway shopmen which 
ought to be met. They claim that 
they are not enjoying the same ad- 
vantages that other railway em- 
ployees are enjoying because their 
wages are calculated upon a dif- 
ferent basis. The wages of other 
railway employees are based upon 
the rule that they are to receive for 
eight hours work the same pay they 
received for the longer work day 
that was the usual standard of the 
pre-war period. This claim is, I am 
told, well founded: and I concur in 
the conclusion of the director gen- 
eral that the shopmen ought to be 
given the additional 4 cents an hour, 
which the readjustment asked for 
will justify. There dre certain other 
adjustments, also, pointed out in 
the report of the director general 
which ought in fairnéss to be made, 
and which will be made. 

“Let me add, also, that the posi- 
tion which the government must in 
conscience take against general tin- 
creases in wage levels while the 
present exceptional and temporary 
circumstances exist will of course 


}not preclude the railroad adminis- 


tration from giving prompt and 
careful consideration to any claims 
that may be made by other classes 
of employees for readjustments be- 
lieved to be proper to sécure im- 
artial treatment for all who work 
n the railway service. :

ess. An admirable spirit of self- 
sacrifice, of patriotic devotion, and 


of. community action guided and in- 


spired vs while the fighting was 
on, We shall need all these now, 
and need them in a heightened de- 
gree, if we are to accomplish the 
first tasks of peace. They are more 


difficult than the tasks of war—/, 


more complex, less easily under- 
stood—and require more ~- intelli- 
gence, patience and sobriety. We 
mobilized our man power for the 
fighting, let us now mobilize our 
brain power and our consciences 
for the reconstriiction. If we fail, 
it will mean national disaster. The 
primary first step is to increase 
production and facilitate transpor- 
tation, 80 as to make up for the de- 
struction wrought by the war, the 
terrible scarcity it created and so 
as soon as possible relieve our peo- 
ple of the cruel burden of high 
prices. The railways are at the 
center of this whole process. 


Attacking the Profiteer. 


“The government has taken up 
with all its energy the task of bring- 
ing the profiteer to book, making 
the stocks of necessaries in the coun- 
try available at lowered prices, stim- 
ulating production and facilitating 
distribution, and very favorable re- 
sults are already beginning to ap- 
pear. There is reason to entertain 
the confident hope that substan- 
tial relief will result, and result in 
increasing measure. A general. in- 
crease in the levels of wages would 
check and might defeat all this at 
its very beginning. Such increases 
would inevitably raise, not lower 
the cost of living. Manufacturers 
and producers of every sort would 
have innumerable additional . pro- 
texts for increasing profits and all 
efforts to discover and defeat prof- 
iteering would be 
fused. I believe that the present 
efforts to reduce the costs of living 
will be successful, if no new ele- 
ments of difficulty are thrown in 
the way; and I confidently count 
upun the men engaged in the service 
of the railways to assist, not ob- 
struct. It is much more in their 
interest to do this thah to insist 
upon wage increases which will undo 
everything the government attempts, 
They are good Americans, along 
with the rest of us, and may, I am 
sure, be counted on to see the point. 

“It goes without saving that if 
our efforts to bring the cost of liv- 
ing down should fail, after we have 
had time enough to establish either 
success or failure, it will, of course, 
be necessary to accept the higher 
costs of living as a permanent ba- 
sis of adjustment, and railway wages 
should be readjusted, along with the 
rest. All that I am now urging 
is that we shotild not~ be guilty 
of the inexcusable iffconsistency of 
making general increases in wages 
on the assumption that the present 
cost of living will be permanent at 
the very time that we are trying 
with great confidence to reduce the 
cost of living and are able to say 
that it is actually beginning to fall. 


Future of the Railroads. 


“IT am aware that railway em- 
ployees have a senag of insecurity as 
to the future of e railroads and 
have many misgivings as‘to whether 
their interests will be properly safe- 
guarded when the present form of 
federal control has come to an end.

While it is expected that as a 
result of this amendment inferior 
horses throughout the country will 
be slaughtered for human‘ food, it 
will open a market especially for the 
small horses (many: of them wild) 
on the western range. ‘These ani- 
mals are eating much of the lim- 
ited supply of range feed which is 
needed by live stock |that is better 
able to pay for its keep. Elim!- 
nation of the undesirable horses not 
only wil} save feed for more wor- 
thy cattle and sheep, but will add 
hides to the leather supply and 
increase the meat stocks, 
Every establishment in which 
horses are slaughtered for the prep- 
aration of food products for trans- 
portation or sale in interstate or 
foreign commerce must be federally 
inspected under the new regulations. 
All horse meat for export trade must 
besinspected. The slaughter of 
horses and the preparation and han- 
dling of horse meat must be con- 
ducted in establishments separat- 
ed from those in which other ani- 
mals are killed and handled. All 
horse meat or horse meat products 
must be conspicuously labeled or 
branded: “Horse meat” or “horse 
meat product,” and must bear the 
statement, “U. S. inspected and pass- 
ed by the U. 8S. department of agri- 
culture.”

CAMP BENNING NOW 
AN INFANTRY SCHOOL 


‘By Constitution Leased Wire.) . 

Washington, August 25.—The war 
department has notified the com- 
mandant at Camp Benning. Ga., that 
the names “infantry school |. of 
arms,” “machine guns. school” .and 
“markmanship school” are to be’dis- 


continued and the entire activities 
of the special service school of the 
infantry at Camp Benning will be 
included under the name “The in- 
fantry school, Camp Benning,” but 
that no amendment to existing or- 
ders or manuals will be published 
with this end in view until the 
status of- Camp Benning is finally 
determined by legislation. 


Institution May Be Es- 
tablished Here for Train- 
ing of Illiterate and For- 
eiga-Born Recruits. 


There is a strong probability that 
Atlanta will be designated as the 
southeastern location for one of the 
new. army schools for the training 
of illiterate and foreign-born re- 
cruits. One of these schools is al- 
ready in operation at Camp Upton, 
N. ¥.. The: purpose is the develop- 
ment of good citizens as well as 
good soldiers. 

Colonel B. M. Bailey, of the At- 

lanta recruiting station, is the 
originator of the idea for Atlanta. 
One great advantage of these 
schools is that a foreign-born sol- 
dier taking this course may become 
a citizen of the United States within 
three years, where ordinarily it re- 
quires five. 
. The plan will have the co-opera- 
tion of M. L. Brittain, state super- 
intendent of schools, who is making 
every effort to blot out illiteracy in 
Georgia, especially in the mountain 
districts, before the national census 
is taken in 1920. 

These schools give a man a gen- 
eral elementary English education 
at the same time he is being trained 
to be a good soldier. The draft law, 
drawinginto the army many phys- 
ically perfect men who lacked the 
rudiments of an English education, 
requiring the work of development 
battalions during the half year be- 
fore the signing of the armistice, 
showéd the great national need. 

It is to be strictly understood that 
the army is not seeking illiterates, 
but those who are illiferate, but yet 
have a will to learn, and consent to 
attend gone of these schools upon 
enlistment, will be signed up. 

It is considered an untsual oppor- 
tunity, and every effort will be 
made to show the war department 
why such a sehool 
cated here at Camp Gordon, Fort 
McPherson or some other suitable 
place in Atlanta.

Young Hughes was killed about 
midnight on one of the principal 
streets of Cartersville, being shot 
with a pistol and dying before peo- 
ple attracted by the shot could reach 
the scene. The tragedy remained a 
complete mystery until late last 
week, and a eoroner’s jury sum- 
fmoned on the case rendered a ver- 
dict of “death by parties unknown.” 

Saturday night Deputy fheriff R. 
A. Hicks took Milner, Shelton and 
a third negro, Dede Maxwell, into 
custody, the last named being in 
Marietta when located and placed 
under arrest. 

As soon as the arrests were made, 
feeling began to run high in Car- 
tergville, and considerable excite- 
ment was evidenced. The officers 
rushed Shelton to jail in Rome for 
safe keeping, sent Maxwell to Ma- 
rietta for custody, and Milner to 
the Tower here. 

According to the statement of the 
last pamed negro at the Tower he, 
Maxwell and Shelton were walking 
in the. street when young Hughes 
drove by on the night of the trag- 
edy. He stated that the horse be- 
came frightened and dashed across 
the road away from the trio, after 
which young Hughes drove on down 


the street. 
He claims that just as he parted 


from the two negroes, Hughes came 
driving back down the street. His 
statement was to the effect that he 
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reached home he heard two shots 
from the scene of the quarrel, but 
did not hear definitely that Hughes 
had been killed until later. rig 
It is stated that Maxwell, who ‘is 
in jail in Marietta, substantiates 
this statement. The clue to the al- 
leged connection of the three ne- 
groes with the killing is said to 
have been obtained when the Max- 
well boy’s father conferred with 
officers and prominent citizens of 
Cartersville after his son had had 
made a confession of his knowledge 
of the circumstances just detailed.

Mondell national soldiers’ settlement 
bill was urged in resolutions adopted 
here today at a meeting of advo- 
cates of the measure attended by 
Governor Brough, of Arkansas; Gov- 
ernor Roberts, of Tennessee; F. H. 
Abbott, of Savannah, representing 
Governor Dorsey, of Georgia, and 
Herbert Bayliss representing Gov- 
ernor Pleasant, of Louisiana. 

Both governors appealed to the 
people of the south to write their 
congressmen urging support of the 
measure, which provides for the ap- 
propriation of $500,000,000 for pur- 
chase and equipment of land to be 
resold at cost to former soldiers, 
sailors and marines who would be 
given forty years in which to com- 
plete payments on the farms. Re- 
plying to arguments of congress- 
men opposing the measure on the 
ground it would result in land prof- 
iteering, Governor Brough raid some 
of the land pledged in Arkarsas for 
sale under the soldier settlement 
Plan at $8 an acre had since been 
solid privately at $12 an acre. 

‘The resolutions adopted set forth 
benefits that would accrue to the 
war veterans under the plan, which, 
it was brought out, has received 
the indorsement of a number of state 
organizations of the American 
legion. 

It was also stated in the resolu- 
tion that the “so-called infiltration 
method,” embodied in other bills of- 
féred as a substitute for the Mon- 
dell measure, “would cost much 
more, acre for acre; would : not 
greatly stimulate and increase farin 
ownership, and would lead to in- 
flation of land. prices and uncon- 
trolled speculation in land,” against 
which “the land appraisal and de- 
velopment supervision features of 
the Mondell bill provide.” 

Governor Roberts was appointed 
to attend the hearings on the bill, 
which is expected to be taken up 
by congress early in September. 


PRICE-ON-GOODS BILL 
OPPOSED IN ANNISTON 


Anniston, Ala., August 25.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Anniston retail merchants 
today prepared a_ strong protest 
against adoption by the state legis- 
lature of a bill which would require 
Alabama merchants to mark both 
the cost and selling price on abl 
articles offered for sale. A mass 
meeting of protest was called by 
C. R. Bell, president of the chambe, 
of commerce, at request of the mer- 
chants, and retail merchants from 
a number of other towns in this dis- 
trict were included in the call. 

A delegation of business men will 
go to Montgomery probably Tuesday, 
to present the Anniston protest 
against the measure. Merchants 
claim the proposed law would add 
to their troubles, expenses and la- 
bor and would be of no benefit to 
the buying public.

N. P. Pachitch, ex-premier 
and head of the Serb delegation, 
says that the Serbs are reinforc- 
ing their troops on their side line 
through Banat, established by the 
supreme council, .because the Ru- 
manians are concentrating on the 
other side, causing great agitation 
among the population of a consid- 
erable part of the territory which is 
preponderately Serbian for a con- 
siderable distance inside the area 
attributed to Rumania.

ARCHDUKE JOSEPH 
QUITS AT BUDAPEST. 

Paris, August 25.—The resignation 
of the Hungarian government of 
Archduke Joseph, previously re- 
was an- 
nounced in messages received by, 
the supreme council today. The 
messages indicated that the resig- 
nation was announced at 8 o’clock 
Saturday night and that the forma- 
tion of a new cabinet had begun. 

In the new cabinet, the dispatches 
state, Paul Garemi, minister .of

ter of food. Karl Payer, minister 
of home affairs in the Peidll gov- 
ernment, is designated as minister 
of labor in the reconstructed minis- 
try, and M. Crany, as minister of 
foreign affairs.

Archduke Joseph's resignation 
followed the delivery to him by the 
inter-allied mission of the supreme 
ecouncil’s telegram demanding that 
he resign, accompanied by a letter 
stating. that the mission would give 
him time to take this action. Oth- 
erwise, he was notified, the mis- 


sion would publish the council’s tel- 
egram broadcast. 

At 8 o’clock Saturday night, Pre- 
mier Friedrich notified the mission 
that Archduke Joseph and _ the 
other members of the government 
under him had resigned. 

Herr Friedrich begged:the mis- 
sion to preserve the peace. The 
mission informed the premier that 
it expected him to cortinue to car- 
ry out current affairs until a gov- 
ernment was formed which was 
supported by all the parties. Herr 
Friedrich then promised to submit 
a list of the members of.the new 
government soon. 

Archduke Joseph received the su- 
preme council's telegram through 
the allied military mission at Buda- 
ei Saturday afternoon, Premier 

riedrich immediately assembled 
the cabinet, which framed a reply 
to the entente and delivered it to 
the allied mission Saturday eve- 
ning. The mission replied that it 
was unwilling to interfere in the 
internal affairs of Hungary, but 
considered it advisable that a min- 
istry be formed in which all parties 
should be represented, asking the 
resent government to manage af- 
airs until a new cabinet. could be 
formed. Premier Friedrich declared 
that a new ministry would be 
formed within two days with three 
seats given to the socialists.

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United States Expedition 
Into Mexico Reported to 
Have Got Jesus Rente- 


ria—Expedition a Suc- 
cess, Says Commander. 


Telephone to Presidio, Texas.) —The 
American punitive expedition - into 
Mexico was deterred from continu- 
ing the pursuit of Mexican bandits 
who held the American aviators for 
ransom, by the presence of Carran- 
za troops six miles north of: Coy- 
ame, Chihuahua, Saturday, accord- 
ing to a report .made by Captain 
Leonard Matlack, of the Eighth 
Cavalry, here tonight to Colonel 
George T. Langhorne, commander 
of the Big Bend district. 

Marfa, Texas, August 25.—The 
American cavalry border patrol to- 
night rested in home stations be- 
tween Presidio and Hester’s ranch 
after six days in Mexico in ‘pursuit 
of the bandits who kidnaped and 
held for ransom two American avia- 
tors. ' 


‘With the reported killing of Jesus 
Renteria, leader of the bandits, and 
four other bandits, capture of nine 
by Mexican troops, and arrest of 
six suspects by the Americana, 
Major J. P. Yancey declared the 
fourth punitive expedition into Mex- 
ico had accomplished its object of 
clearing bandits from the section of 
Mexico just below the border from 
the Big Bend (Texas) region. 

Tomorrow the troops will resume 
patroling the American border com- 
munities as a safeguard against 
bandits from south of «the Rio 
Grande. It will be an alert border 
guard, in view of reports today that 
the Mexican incursion had aroused 
the natives of northern Mexico, who 
have been more or less friendly with 
the outlaws. 

Official reports of the expedition 
show the remarkable accomplisn- 
ments of the cavalry, some of whom 
marched 75 miles yesterday on their 
return, “I am feeling a just pride 
n the men and officers of my com- 
mand who made the campaign,” 
Colonel Langhorne said tonight. 

An important part was played by 
the aviators, who kept up liaison 
with the troops, searched the moun- 
tainsides and carried supplies, lo- 
cating at least one band of bandits. 

Killing of Renteria. 

Discussing the reported killing of 
Renteria by an American aviator, 
Lieutenant Peterson said last night 
that he told Renteria during th: 
time he was a prisoner in the ban- 
dits’ camp that one shot from a rifle 
would bring down an airplane, 

“Old Renteria seemed to like me,” 
said Peterson. “I kidded him along 
and talked ‘Kansas’ with him. I 
had been there and that was where 
the bandit lost an arm. I told him 
about airplanes and that if he fired 
one shot into a plane he would be 
sure to bring it down. I wanted 
him to fire at a plane so our men 
could get a shot at him.” 

According to Major Yancey, a. fight 
with bandits in @ mountain - pass 
blockhouse occurred Wednesday aft- 
ernoon, The Americans had been 
‘following the men since early morn- 
ing. 
“We located a house built like a 
fortress in the pass,” said Major 
Yancey. “Troops under Captain 
Leonard Matlack, Captain C. R. Neal 
and myself surrounded the block- 
house on all but the steep moun- 
tainside, The bandits opened fire 
first when we started to search the 
house. Four were killed. Three of 
these were identified by Captain 
Matlack’s scouts as bad men of the 
Ojinaga district.” 

Major Yancey’s troops marched 68 
miles yesterday, but they were feel- 
ing fine today. The Americans lost 


neither man nor horse on the ex- 
pedition, Yancey said. 


Like Veterans. 


“We had four troops of the Eighth 
cavalry and two of the Fifth,” he 
said, “also pack trains, a signal unit, 
medical unit and other detached 
units. All entered into the spirit of 
the chase like veterans.” 

Captain Leonard F. Matlack re- 
turned to his river station at Can- 
delaria today. 

“My troops are in fine condition 
and are ready for more,” he said 
over the army telephone at Cande- 
laria. 

“Mexicans in four or five places 
along the trail told us about re- 
ports of Jesus Renteria having been 
killed,” he continued. ‘Precliano 
Cerando, owner of a ranch, told us 
Saturday ‘Slim” Olivas, one of Ren- 
teria’s band, and another bandit 
passed through the ranch leading a 
wounded horse Wednesday, a day 
after our aviators reported killing 
a bandit. 

“They told Cerando that Jesus 
Renteria was killed in the saddle by 
airplane bullets. We. started after 
Olivas and his companion,on Satur- 
day with a patrol of seven men, in 
addition to Lieutenant Peterson and 
myself. We went within twelve 
miles of Coyame searching forghe 
trail. We continued toward Coyame 
after dark. We saw tiny flares of 
lights where a Mexican patrol was 
smoking cigarettes, and approached 
within thirty yards of the patrol. 
Then we returned to headquarters 
camp and reported the presence of 
Carranza patrols to Major Yancey. 
We learned there were about 150 
more Carranza troops in Coyame. 
After a conference a decision was 
reached to withdraw, as the bandit 
trail had not been found. We start~- 
ed on the march out at 10 o'clock 
Sunday morning.” 

Missing Airmen Return. 


Lieutenants George K. Rice and 
U. L, Bouquet, American,aviators, 
who were reported missing below 
the Rio Grande yesterday after they 
had left Royce field for Mexico to 
reconnoiter for the punitive expe- 
dition, were located last night at 
Turlingue,, Texas. They had be- 
come lost in the rainstorm and 
made a forced landing. Neither 
flyer was injured.

Candelaria, Tex., August 25.—(By 
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Toronto—Planes Start 


From Mineola for Can- 
ada City. 


Mineola, N. ¥., August 25.—Three 
fast airplanés swooped down on 
Roosevelt field. here tonight, com- 
pleting the first leg-of their round- 
trip betwen Toronto and Mineola, in 
the first international aerial derby 
on record. 

Sergeant Frank Coombs, a Cana- 
dian aviator, filying a DH-9 with 
400-horsepower Liberty motor, was 
the first arrival, landing at 7:11 
o’clock—just six .hours~and eleven 
minutes from the time he started on 
the 500-mile course at Toronto. His 
actual flying time, however, was 
only three hours and thirty-five 
minutes, stops having been made at 
Buffalo, Syracuse and Albany. 

Roland Rohlifs, American test 
pilot, who was the first flier to “hop 
off” at Toronto, despite the fact 
that he had previously suffered a 
spill when his Oriole plane turned 
turtle, landed at 7:18 o’colck, and 
Major R. M. Schroeder, another 
American flier who had elected to 
start the race at the Toronto end, 
arived four minutes later. Rohlfs 
gave his time, from start to finish, 
as 6 hours and 20 minutes, an 
Major Schroeder gave his time as 6 
hours and 22 minutes, but neither 
announced their time in actual flight. 

The three fliers hope to start the 
return trip to Toronto between 
noon and 1 o’clock tomorrow, pro- 
vided their machines can be given a 
thorough overhauling by that time. 

Crowd Waited for Fliers. 

A large crowd, which had turned 

out to greet the racers, remained for 


several hours after their. arrival, 
hoping to witness other arrivals or 
to get word of the landing at To- 
ronto of some of thee 28 planes 
which left here during the afternoon 
on the Mineola-Toronto leg of the 
race. Up to a late hour, however, 
no fliers had put in an appearance, 
nor was any report received of 
landings at Toronto, 

The start from the Roosevelt 
field end of the route was sched- 
uled for 9 o’clock this morning, but 
it was 1:55 o’clock before Major 
General Charles T. Menoher, chief 
of the United States army air sery- 
ice, gave the signal that sent the 
tirst plane off. Bad weather neces- 
Ssitated hourly postponements from 
9 o'clock unti] that hour. 

Lieutenant P. H. Logan was the 
first to get away, being followed 
at 2 o’clock by Captain J. H. Footes, 
who bore a letter from President 
Wilson to the Prince of Wales; at 
2:04, by Major Elliott Springs; at 
2:07, by Lieutenant Colonel H. E. 
Hartney, and at 2:10, by Colonel 

G. Claggett. The other flyers, 
who got off at one to five-minute 
intervals, were:

AVIATORS START 
FROM TORONTO, 

Toronto, Ontario, August 25.—The 
Canadian end of the international 
aerial derby for a $10,000 prize of- 
tered by John McE. Bowman, of 
New York, started at 12:56 p, m. 
today. The Prince of Wales saw the 
flyers away from the grounds of 
the Canadian national exhibition, 
and a great crowd cheered them as 
they took the air. 

Roland Rohlfs, who recently es- 
tablished a new American altitude 
record, led the way in his Oriole ma- 
chine, after it had turned turtle on 
his first attempt. He was followea 
four minutes later by Ff£ergeant 
Caambs, in a De Haviland. 

There were eighteen Canadian ¢1- 
tries, but six of them dropped out 
for various reasons. Among the doz- 
en who remained in the race was 
Colonel W. G. Barker, one of the 
Dominion’s famous aces. It had 
been expected he would carry a let- 
ter from the Prince of Wales, but 
he went away without it. He flew 
in a captured German Fokker, as 
did Captain H. W. Cook. The other 
starters were B. A. Parmer, Major 
R. Schroeder, Lieutenant Schlader, 
Lieutenant Yonge, Lieutenant C. A 
Schiller, Lieutenants Moore and 
Campbell. 

Most of the pilots headed out 
across Lake Ontario in a heavy wind 
for Buffalo, which was the first stop. 
A few of them went by way of Ham- 
ilton, on the western route, however. 
Aerial mail delivery between Canada 
and the United States was estab- 
lished by the aviators, who carried 
letters of congratulations from May- 
or Church, of Toronto, to the mayors 
of Buffalo, Syracuse, Albany and 
New York.

Washington, August 25.—Race an- 
tagonism over the country is due to 
“incendiary utterances of would-be 
leaders of the race now being circu- 
lated through the negro newspapers 
and magazines,” Representative 
Byrnes, democrat, South Carolina, 
declared today inthe house. Behind 
this propaganda, he said, were de- 
sires of some politicians to increase 
the number of negro voters and de- 
signs by some capitalists to secure 
negroes as prospective strike- 
breakers and levers to keep down 
wages. 

Negroes in the south are alleged 
to be ill treated, Byrnes said, 
whereas, the “southern negro is actu- 
ally making money, buyitig property 
and eduacting his children.” 

Mr. Byrnes read editorials from a 
Washington negro publication in 
which he said the L W. W. was ex- 
tolled as the “one labor organiza- 
tion which knew no color line.” 
Senators John Sharp Williams and 
Hoke Smith, former Governor Var- 
daman, of Mississippi; Thomas 
Dixon and D. W. G. Griffith, the 
motion picture* producer, were at- 
tacked in the editorial.

Cole stated in the affidavit that he 
received $10,000 for making the

Former Governor Folk

BRITAIN IS ACCUSED.

Folk Says Britain Prom- 
ised to Get Out Soon 
After Entering Egypt, _. 
But Broke Promise and 
Now Annexes the Coun- 
try. 


Washington, August 25.—Likening 
Great Britain’s legal position in 
Egypt to that of a highwayman, 
Joseph W. Folk, counsel for the 
Egyptian peace delegation, told the 
senate foreign relations committee 
today that the Versailles treaty 
proposed to validate the “robbery” 
of Egyptian independence. 

Having occupied Egypt after the 
construction of the Suez canal un- 
der the pretext of protecting the 
Egyptians from rebels, Mr. Folk 
said, Great Britain, in 1914 “seize@ 
the Egyptian. government and now | 
proposed under the treaty to ree) 
duce her to a subject nation.” 

The treaty, he said, would mak 
Egypt’s grievances against Great 
Britain an. internal question so that . 


‘it could ‘not’ be déalt with by the” 


league of nations. 

“The people of Egypt,” the wit- 
ness declared, “want a league of 
nations which will protect their in- 
dependence and not destroy it. They 
ask you not to deny them that self- 
determination for which more than 
a million Egyptians fought in. the 
war just ended.” 

In Virtual Imprisonment. 

The delegation sent to the Paris 
conference by the Egyptian repre- 
sentative assembly, Mr. Folk said, 
were held in “virtual imprisonment” 
and were not permitted to even 
send a representative to the United 
States. He declared the protec- 
torate. claimed by Great Britain 
over Egypt was “the same sort of. 
protection that a highwayman > 
would claim over your pocketbook. 

Great Britain repeatedly had 
pledged, Mr. Folk said, that her 
occupation of Egypt would be tem- 
porary and he asked that a clause 
be written into the treaty giving

“Egyt the right to appeal to the 


league council. 

Republican members of the com- 
mittee suggested, however. that the 
league was to be controlled by the 
same powers as made the treaty 
and that Great Britain’s rights in _ 
Egypt already-nhad been recognized

Outbreaks Against British. 

Referring to the outbreaks 
against British rule in Egypt. Mr, 
Folk said Great Britain had “sup- 
pressed” the news of what Was tak- 
ing place and’ did not want the 
United States, especially, to learn 
the facts.if it could be helped. 

Mr. Folk said that after. being 
detained for some ti:ne at Balta, the 
Egyptian peace delegates arrived 
in Paris. Meantime, he said, the 
British cla‘ms in Egypt had been 
passed upon by the conference. He 
added that the delegates asked to 
be heard, but the reauest was de- 
nied and that they tried to get a 
hearing with President Wilson, but 
that “the president could not see 
them,”

Mountains Fuil of Bandits. 


The mountains are full of bandit 
gangs that belong to no revolution- 
ary faction.

Senator Jones, republican, of 
Washington, introduced a bill in 
the senate today providing for the 
popular election of the three Amer- 
ican representatives in the league of 
nations assembly, and directing the 
secretary of state to notify the mem- 
bers of the league that the United 
States will withdraw from. the 
league at the expiration of two years 
from the date of ratification by the 
United States, unless all of the 
league members in the meantime 
have abolished conscription. 

The first election of American 
delegates, who would receive annual 
salaries of $25,000, would be held at 
the presidential election next year.

Turkish ir- 
regular recently occupied Aiden for 
regulars recently occupied Aiden for 
about 40 native boy scouts, being 
determined to wreak vengeance for 
the services the boys had rendered 
the Greek troops. 

They marched them out and then 
asked one of them to insult foully 
Greece and Premier Venizelos. The 
brave boy made a playful grimace, 
whereupon he was murdered.

Information About 
The Rhodes Scholarships 


Editor Constitution: Cecil Rhodes, 
an Englishman and a graduate of 
Oxford university, England, was one 
of the greatest men of his period. 


He belonged to the group of Eng- 
lishmen who went to South Africa 
in the latter half of the nineteenth 
century and carved out for Great 
Britain an empire in that hitherto 
unexplored continent. Mr. Rhodes 
was a great dreamer. One of his 
firm beliefs was that the Anglo- 
Saxon peoples were destined to 
control the world, and he earnestly 
desired to strengthen the bond be- 
tween them. One of the best ways 
to do this, he thought, would be the 
bringing together at the Great Eng- 
lish university of selected youths 
from the various parts of the Brit- 
ish empire and the United States. 


To this end Mr. Rhodes left in 
his will a huge sum of money 
and directed that it be used to es- 


tablish scholarships at Oxford uni- 
versity for young men from the 
British colonies and the United 
States. Strangely enough, he in- 
cluded the German empire in his 
bequest, feeling that the Germans 
belonged to the same great racial 
family. 


This scholarship scheme went into 
operation in 1904, and ever since 
that year the states of the union 
have had two representatives each 
at Oxford university. These schol- 


arships last for three years and 
are worth $1,500 per year. 


This fall two scholars will be 
elected from Georgia. Applicants 
must have been a citizen of the 


United States for five years; must 
be unmarried: not less than nine- 
teen years of age nor more than 
twenty-five; and must have had at 
least two years of college work. Ac- 
cording to the terms of Cecil 
Rhodes’ will, the Rhodes scholars 
must not only have distinguished 
themselves in their academic work, 
but must show evidence of fondness 
for and success in outdoor sports, 
qualities of manhood, moral force 
of character and leadership in 
school and college life. Up to the 
present year, candidates have been 
required to pass a qualifying exam- 
ination. This test has now been 
abandoned,

not encouraging, more radical la- 
bor agitation than any other one 
factor in the United States today. 
While the senate debates the league 
of nations covenant the people are 
talking about high prices, increased 
wages, shorter hours and the re- 
organization of industry. This is 
the great divide between Washing- 
ton and the nation. 


It should not be concluded, how- 
ever, that the business interests and 
public have not been interested in 
the league issue. They have been 


more than they now are despite the 
fact that the demarcation between 
those who favor and oppose the 
league of nations is becoming more 
evident every day, but, strangely 
enough, they rather thought the 
question was decided when the peace 
treaty was signed. And, having 
come to that conclusion some time 
ago the sentiment today as I have 
found it in eight states—Ohio, Indi- 
ana, Michigan, Illinois, Missouri, 


lIowa, Kansas and Nebraska, is this. 


Start on America’s Problems. 

“Settle the league of nations con- 
troversy by some kind of a com- 
promise, almost any kind: will do if 


it will officially end the war; thet 
forget about Europe and begin to 
think and talk about this country, 
and get busy solving American prob- 
lems,” 

To be more specific, seven out of 
every ten interviewed, want the 
league, with some interpretations, 
Those who oppose the league are ei- 
ther staunch party followers (the 
editor of a leading republican par- 
ty paper admitted this was the ba- 
sis of his opposition), or they ar 
foreigners who objected to our par- 
ticipation in the war or Americans 
who sympathize with the small na- 
tions, such as Ireland and a few very 
sincere and patriotic Americans who 
do not wish to see such a radical 
deviation from America's establish- 
ed foreign policy. But, judging by 
the interviews I have had, I do not 
believe these opponents represent 
more than three-tenths of the pub- 
lic, although the opponents are un- 
doubtedly increasing in number. 

Secondly, to be equally specific, 
there is such a strong sentiment 
against the president personally, es- 
pecially among business men, that 
more than one-haif of the men I 
have seen approve the stand of the 
senate in opposing what President 
Wilson did in Paris, not so much 
what he did as his manner and meth- 
od of ignoring the senate. But these 
same men who oppose the presi- 
dent, democrats as well as repub- 
licans, do not want to see the com- 
ing of peace delayed by prolonged 
in Washington.

Wants Immediate Action. 

Thus, while the average American 
approves the league of nations ana 
disapproves the president’s parti- 
san policy at the Paris conference, 
he wants immediate action now. The 
“average” American I have in mind 
is made up of two classes of citi- 
zens, The first is composed of re- 
tail business men, farmers, bank- 
ers, manufacturers and jobbers. They 
Want action so they can plan, fre- 
pare and finance next year’s do- 
mestic and foreign trade. They de- 
mand, action, also, because they, he- 
Neve that neither the industria! cri- 
Sis nor the unsettled labor condi- 
tion will be effectively and fairly 
considered until the whole atten- 
tion of the whole nation is centered 
upon them. 


The second class is composed of 
clerks, mechanics and all skilled 
and unskilled labor. Some of these 


want peace so that prices will drop 
or wages increase. Some of them, 
many of the leaders, in fact, are 
taking advantage of the disregard 
of congress of American domestic 
problems, to demand abnormal 
wages under threats of strikes and 
to agitate for the socialization of 
all business and industry. Others 
who are spending money faster than 
they make it consider the present 
transition period from war to peace 
as a vacation season. They are 
spending their savings as if they 
had millions in reserve and as if 
they neither expected nor cared 
what happened tomorrow. This. 
class of “average” Americans do 
not want peace, but they need it 
badly. And this group includes a 
big proportion of our population. 
Savings Being Spent Lavishly. , 
Some examples will illustrate the 
effects of the indecision of the sen- 
ate upon the average person. He 


knows the war is over and he thinks 
all necessity for saving has passed. 
During the month of July, for in- 
stance, the United States postoffices 
of Nebraska cashed $346,933.82 
worth of War Savings Stamps and 
sold only $49,278.17, showing that 
the people of Nebraska alone took 
nearly three hundred thousand dol- 
lars of funds they had.been saving 
for other purposes. In nearly every 
city I have been in retail merchants 
tell me they are accepting thousands 
of dollars’ worth of Liberty Bonds 
as first payments for fur coats. In 
scores of shop windows I have read 
this notice: “We take Liberty 
Bonds at full market value on all 
merchandise.” 


A butcher in Kansas City said he 
was selling more lamb chops a day 
now at 60 cents a pound than he for- 


merly sold in a week when they 
were 16 cents. Packing houses claim 
there is more demand today. for’ 
sliced bacon in glass jars or car- 
tons at 70 and 85 cents per pound’ 
than for strip bacon at 6) cents. 
This is more of an evidence of 
extravagance, of course, than of un- 
rest, but because there is no exam- 
ple by the national government of. 
economy; because the federal gov- 
ernment is temporarily at least, un- 
interested in showing the public the 
importance and necessity of saving, 
the public is getting into the reck- 
less state of mind where it believes 
that when the present individual re- 
sources are exhausted it will only 


be necessary for business to increase 


wages and salaries to meet future 
demand. 


No class of men recognize this 
more keenly than the business men, 
who, while reaping a harvest now 
by the extravagance of the public. 
are faced by alarming conditions.

prices and higher oer, Thus be- 
tween the business and labor of the 
eountry on the one hand and con- 
gress on the other there is a gulf 
which is not being bridged. People 
are talking about the league of na- 
tions and peace treaty about five 
or ten minutes every day when the 
arguments pro and con are served 
to them in the newspapers, but 
the eleven hours and fifty minutes 
of the time they are awake they are 
thinking and talking about the 
vicious circle which permits prices 
to climb always above the reach of 
increased wages, or about the con- 
trol of business and industry. As 
far as the public is concerned the 
war was ended months ago and peo- 
ple generally accepted the peace 
treaty negotiated at Paris as the 
official end of the conflict. They 
were in- favor of the peace treaty, 
league of nations and all, and were 
willing to accept the statements of 
the president, but, with the long 
delay between the signing and rati- 
fication of the treaty they have be- 
come impatient and they demand 
action now. 


Judging: from editorials which I 
have read in many newspapers dur- 
ing this tour and conversations 


with all varieties of men, it is evi- 
dent that the longer action upon 
the treaty is postponed the more 
the sentiment against it may in- 
crease, not because of real opposi- 
tion to the league, but because of 
weariness over the debate. The pres- 
ent demand for action, with or with- 
out interpretations, may be the 
forerunner of a demand for action 
either for of against, probably the 
latter, in order to dispose of the 
issue at least while American do- 
mestic problems are considered. 

It is evident, of course, in every 
state I have visited, that the polit- 
ical leaders of both great parties 
are pulling the wires behind the 
scenes for one of two reasons: 
Either they wish to make the 
league of nations issue a party 
question, “or they do not want to 
accept responsibility at present for 
the industrial and labor unrest by 
beginning discussion of. the prob- 
lems which cause this condition. 


No one will prophesy an outcome 
of this situation, but both the busi- 
ness interests and the public not 


only want immediate action, but 
they need it. The business man 
needs it because everything is too 
unsettled and uncertain now for him 
to plan his work for next year, and 
the public, which is either on a 
reckless vacation or is suffering 
under present high prices, needs a 
speedy return to peace conditions 
because so long as present condi- 
tions prevail there will be no seri- 
ous effort toward production by 
the great mass of farmers and la- 
borers, upon whom the production 
of the country rests almost entirely. 


Nation Spending More Than It Is 
Making. 

When I have told men I have met 

that I was making an investigation 

of industrial and labor conditions 


I have had all manners of sugges- 
tions offered, but in Omaha yester- 
day one of the executives of a big 
business in that city who had 
worked his way up and still main- 
tained his contact with labor, be- 
ing one of the delegates to the 
American Federation of Labor con- 
vention in Atlantic City, said this: 

“The whole problem is very sim- 
ple. Both as a nation and as indi- 
viduals, we are spending more than 
we are making. What we need is 
production and more work, but as 
long as no national institution or 
organization takes the lead, this 
country will be on a ‘bat.’” 


T stated at the beginning that the 
discussion in Washington over the 
leaghe of nations was detrimental 


to business and labor. By that I 
mean that the delay is hampering 
business expansion, and labor, being 
well organized, is taking advantage 
of the tnaction of the senate to 
press for wage demands and indus- 
trial reorganization it is carrying 
its arguments quietly to the public, 
Unless congress, as a whole, be- 
gins congideration of the domestic 
question very shortly it may find 
itself confronted in the near future 
with such radical reconstruction 
programs, backed by public senti- 
ment, that the Plumb plan for the 
railroads will appear conservative 
in comparison.

The Danger of Taking Nourishment. 

I read an item the other day, 
writes a reader, about a child that 
died from ptomaine poisoning due 
to eating tomatoes and bananas at 
the same meal. This opened up a 
lot of questions inf’ my mind, Aro 


there any combinations of whole- 
some foods that will cause injury § 
one’s health? What is ptomaine 


poisoning? What is the difference 
between ptomaine poisoning and 
botulismus? Does cooking destroy 
ptomaines and the poison of the lat- 
ter? 


The item referred to was, of 
course, nonsense. When the reporter 
produces ptomaine poisoning by 
merely combining ‘tomatoes and ba- 
nanas he works a miracle indeed, 


A child under five should not be fed 
either tomatoes or bananas or any 
other raw fruit, for sometimes se- 
rious consequences ensue, especially 
in midsummer. Certain fruit juices 
and fruit pulps, stewed and strained, 
are generally beneficial in the diet 
of even a young baby. 

Botulismus is quite different from 
ptomaine poisoning. It is an acute 
gastrointestinal disturbance, with 


vomiting, pain or cramps, diarrhea, 
fever, shock, and sometimes mental! 
flightiness, caused by infection with 
the bacillus botulinus, which gains 
entrance in certain foods kept or 
handled carelessly. Botulismus has 
often been mistaken for ptonens 
poisoning. Such foods as hamburg 
steak ground wholesale instead cf 
individual quantities when  pur- 
chased, loose sausage, salt fish, 
smoked ham, preserved meats and 
some preserved vegetables (peas, 
beans) and some canned fruits may 
harbor this bacillus. There is not 
necessarily any change of color, 
taste or odor produced by the baoil- 
lus. Heat will destroy the bacillus, 


‘provided the heat penetrates evenly 


through the mass of food, which 
does not happen, for instance, when 
hamburg steak or sausage is cooked 
in large balls. 

The bacillus botulinus itself is 
harmless to man, but the poison or 
toxin which it produces when it 
grows and multiplies on dead nitro- 
genous matter is the cause of the 
symptoms of botulismus. 

If vomiting occurs early (within 
a few hours from the time the food 
is taken) the symptoms are less se- 
vere. 

Care about cleanliness is the pre- 
vention. There is no danger of bo- 
tulismus in fresh foods, or in pre- 
served foods if they are properly 
sterilized or refrigerated. he fact 
that cooking of food in large masscs 
often fails to produce a temperature 
high enough to kill germs at the 
center should make us careful about 
partaking of cooked foods which 
have been kept for hours or days 
after cooking.

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Here's One Way to Keep Cool 


Washington, D. C., August 25.— 
(Special.)—“You heat your house in 
winter; why not cool it in sum- 
mer?” 

This idea occurred to Dr. Alexan- 
der Graham Bell when the Wash- 
ington weather became extremely 
sizzling. 

Former President Taft, when he 
was in the white house, had a re- 
frigerating device put in the offices, 


which since has fallen into disuse 
but Dr. Bell believes he procured 
better results by his. “home-made” 
cooling arrangement in his Connec- 
ticut avenue residence, 


In a communication to the Na- 
tional Geographic society Dr. Bell 
describes how he tricked the ther- 
mometer out of some 85 degreecs— 
and you can try this out on your 
own home, if you are “handy” about 
the house: 

“We go up to the Arctic regions 
and heat our houses and live,” he 
explains. ‘“‘We go down to the trop- 
ics and die. 

Buckets of Air. 

“"T have found one radical defect 
in the construction of our houses 
that absolutely precludes the possi- 
bility of cooling them to any great 
degree. You, will readily under- 
stand the difficulty when you re- 
member that cold air is heavier 
than warm air. You can take a 
bucket of cold air. for example, 
and carry it about in the summer- 
time and not spill a drop; but if 
you make a hole in the bottom of 
your bucket, then, of course, the 
cold air will all run out. 

“IT began to think that it might be 
possible to apply the bucket princi- 
ple to at least one room in my 
Washington home, and thus secure 
a place of retreat in the summer- 
time. It seemed to be advisable to 
close up all openings near the bot- 
tom of the room to prevent the es- 
cape of cold air and open the win- 
dows at the top to let out the heated 
air of the room. 

“Now, it so happens that I have 
in the basement of my house’ a 
swimming tank, and it occurred to 
me that since this tank holds wa- 
ter, it should certainly hold cold 
air; so I turned the water out to 
study the situation. The tank

“Tt reflected, however, that the 
condensation of moisture resulted 
from the fact that the sides of the 
tank were cooler than the air ad- 
mitted.

That club was com-- 
posed of twelve young fellows ana, 
in two years, the records show that 
it sent nineteen players into pro- 
fessional baseball. I do not re-« 
member them all—but among them 
were Jimmy Chard, Big Micky 
Ryan, Billy Hart and Billy Cling- 
man (who also played with Bond 
Hill either then or at some other 
period) Eddie Ashenback, who be« 
came one of the most famous fig- 
ures in the sport, Barry McCormick, 
Conway, Lytle and others of lesser 
fame in later years. 

The Bottoms are almost filled In 
now, but in the old days they were 
great squares of flat mud lana, 
walled in by the high embankment 
of streets and railroads. In the 
spring floods they were filled with 
water and the kids were driven to 
high ground, but as the floods sub- 
sided and the mud caked diamonds 
were laid out and often there were 
four games going on in each of 
the squares. 

The grounds at the “Foot of 
Liberty” were the best known and 
most desirable and because of this 
the wrecking crew of youngsters 
was organized. Ashenback was 
one of the promoters of the wreck- 
ing crew. The plan was simplicity 
Mself. On Saturday and Sunday 
the grounds were in great demand 
and the law of the first come first 
served prevailed. Ash organized

This went on for weeks. but like 
all oppressive monopolies, it camo 
to an end. One Saturday after- 
noon a team of bank clerks came 
to play. Their methods were un- 
usual. They waited patiently un- 
til the nine innings had been fin-’ 
ished, then politely requested the 
use of the grounds. The walking 
delegates of the.wreckers demanded 
coin. The fight started. From be- 
hind those innocent looking clerks 
came a swarm of night watchmen, 
bank guards, janitors and othe sa, 
and when the battle ended th+# 
wrecking crew was out of business 
and never again was able to estab- 
lish title to the Foot of Liberty.

standing in regard to which shall

Demand for Railroad Issues. 

During the second hour today thege arcse a decided demand for 
railroad issues which forced prices up from substantial fractions to a 
point or more in the high-class issues, while some of the low-priced 
speculative sharés advanced in some cases as much as 4 points. The 
rails, however, were lower at the start, the decline being in sympathy 
with the heaviness in the rest of the market. But the statement circu- 
lated in the street that western shopmen who had recently gone on 
strike for higher wages, have been granted an increase, was in part 
responsible for the downward movement in the railroad shares. But 
shortly afterward the report got around that it woud not be surprising 
if the railroad companies were granted permission to increase freight 
rates in order to offset the further increases in wages. And it was this 
that brought about the sharp rally in the rails and at the same time 
helped along the industrials. Those rails which were most prominent 
on the rise were Atchison, Southern Pacific, Reading, Chesapeake and 
Ohio and Union Pacific among the high-grade shares, while among the 
lower-priced issues Texag and Pacific and St. Louis and San Francisco 
attracted most attention, although there were good gains recorded among 
such issues as the Eries, Missouri, Kansas and Texas common and 
preferred, Pere Marquette, Pittsburg and West Virginia and Missouri 
Pacific. : 

Because of the general falling off in the stock market speculation 
and the fact that many speculators and investors have bought stocks at 
prices very much higher than those prevailing at the present time, a 
good many people naturally are interested in what the future movement 
of stock market prices will be. Because of this I send along this opinion 
xf one of the leading ‘commission houses in the street: 

‘Advises Conservatism. ° 

“Although the market toward the end of last week showed decided 
strength and the ability to rally sharply, it must not be overlooked that 
the net results of the full week’s transactions was a distinct falling off 
in the level of quotations. The market may easily rally still more. It 
would not be surprising if it does, but it is difficult to foresee any 
great advance from the present level until some of the important un- 
certainties which we are at present facing show promise of satisfac- 
tory. solution. . 

“Ror instance, it is fairly obvious that the present high prices of 
many commodities and necessities of life are chargeable to a production 
unequal to the demand for them, but how this situation can be improved 
by strikes for the purpose of securing higher wages—no matter how 
much merit there may be in the proposition of increasing wages in 
proportion to the increased cost of living—it is difficult to comprehend, 
particularly when shorter warking hours, which also generally mean 
lessened production, are. also sought. The unsettled Jabor situation is 
one of our present problems and the foreign exchange market is an- 
other. These are two which are in themselves sufficiently important 
not only to justify reiterated comment, but to suggest that for the time 
being conservatiosm in stock market commitments and the reduction 
of the debit balances on strong spots in the market, might well be 
followed.” . 

The Lackawanna Steel company has laid off about 600 men in the 
Buffalo district because of the reduced demand for steel products, which 
has been very noticeable in the recent past, according to some steel 
men. Whether this condition exists only among the independent con- 
cerns is a question, because reports from the larger corporations state 
that steel orders are still coming in on a fairly large scale.

LABOR CHIEFS STUNNED 
BY WILSON’S REFUSAL 


Continued from First Page. 


few days might be. The labor lead- 
ers themselves were palpably all at 
sea. President Wilson, it was said, 
fiowever, realized that a crisis was 
coming 21.4 thought it might as well 
be met at this time. In his state- 
ment the president makes no effort 
to minimize the seriuosness of the 
situation. 

The shopmen, who were demand- 
ing increases of 17 and 25 cents an 
hour, have been flatly told that such 
increases cannot be granted. On 
their plea that certain discrimina- 
tions had worked against them ina 
former increase of wages, the pres- 
identh approved a recommendation of 
Mr. Hines that an allowance of 4 
cents an hour be made to the shop- 
men asa matter of justice and read- 
justment, the increase to date from 
“May 1, last. No one in the railroad 
administration expects this conces- 
sion to stay the issue of a strike. 
If a strike is averted, it will only 
be on the president’s personal plea 
thathe is doing everything possi- 
ble to bring down the cost of living, 
and that a strike would make mat- 
ters a thousand times worse, not 
only for the rail workers themselves 
but for ali the American people. 

Plain Statement by Wilson. 

Here is but one of the president’s 
plain statements: 

“Weare face to face with a situa- 
tion wihch is more likely to affect 
the happiness and prosperity, and 
even the life, of our pepole than the 
war itself. We have got to do noth- 
ing less than bring industries and 
labor back to a normal basis after 
the greatest upheaval known in his- 
tory, and the winter just ahead of 
us may bring suffering infinitely 
greater than the war brought upon 
us if we blunder or fail in the 
process.” 

Another of his direct appeals to 
the workers read: 

“Demands unwisely made and pas- 
sionately insisted upon at this 
time menace the peace and pros- 
perity of the country as nothing 
else could, and thus contribute to 
bring the very results which such 
demands are intended to remedy.” 

A few weeks ago when the de- 
‘mands of the shopmen were being 
urged for immediate consideration, 
B. M. Jewell, acting. president of 
the railway employes department 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor, was quoted as saying that if 
the demands were denied the rail- 
roads of the country “would be so 
tied up that not a wheel would 
ever move again.” Warren S. Stone, 
grand chief of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers said he did 
not believe Mr. Jewell made such 
an “absurd statement.” He _ said 
the railroads would have to run 
under some sort of arrangement, 
And then, denying all spirit of a 
threat, Mr. Stone, addressine a con- 
‘gressional committee said: 

“TIT say to you gentlemen, that 
unless congress or someone finds 
a solution to these problems within 
a very short time—and I mean in 
a few months—we are going to see 
the worst time we have ever seen 
in this country. The wage earners 
are not going to say ‘please don’t’ 
while ge ¢ are starving. They are 
going to die fighting,” 


Defiant Attitude of Labor. 
Frank Morrison, secretary of the 
American Federation of Labor told

No president has even been re- 
garded as more amenable to the de- 
mands of labor than Mr. Wilson. 
He has been bitterly criticised tin 
congress on that score and the 
charge has been made that he did 
not have the courage to stand up 
against any proposal the unions 
might make to him. During the 
entire time of his administration, 
labor leaders from all over the coun- 
try have not hesitated to go direct 
to the white house soon after arriv- 
ing in Washington. 


Wison’s Effort to Cut Circle. 


The acuteness of the high cést 
of living situation in this country 
suddenly was brought home to the 
president a little more than a month 
ago when the heads of two of the 
great brotherhoods—the engineers 
and conductors—called at the exec- 
utive offices and told Mr. Wilson 
either the high cost of living must 
be cut down or heavy increases in 
wages would be necessary. The en- 
&-neers did not ask for a raise at 
that time. They said they pre- 
ferred that the cost of living be 
reduced. They said increased wages 
merely meant increased prices, and 
a “vicious circle” was set up. 

President Wilson today attempted 
to cut the circle by denying wage 
increases to the shopmen, and de- 
fends his position by. .saying the 
government. is earnestly doing 
everything in its power to jail the 
profiteers and to bring down the 
cost of living. 

The president plainly says he 
feels it is up to the workers every- 
where—he does not confine himself 
to the railway men—to wait for a 
time and see what the results of 
the campaigns against the profiteers 
will be. Mr. ilson is optimistic, 
as usual. He boldly asserts that 
the peak of the high cost has been 
reached, and that already satisfac- 
tory results are to be noted. 

“And substantial increase § in 
wages in the leading lines of indus- 
try at this time,” he says, “would 
utterly crush the general campaign 
the government is waging with en- 
ergy, vigor and substantial hope of 
success.” 

The demands of the shopmen were 
considered by the board of wage ad- 
justment of the railroad administra- 
tion. This board is made up of’ 
three representatives of labor and 
three representatives of the operat- 
ing managers of the railroads. Here- 
tofore the board has been unani- 
mous in recommending ‘increases. 
This time it was deadlocked. The 
three representatives of labor voted 
in favor of the increases: the man- 
agers voted against them. This put 
the matter up to the director gen- 
eral of railroads and the president 
for decision. The president agreed 
with Mr. Hines that the increases 
could not be granted. 


Government to Remain Firm, 
It is perfectly apparent tonight 


that the government intends to re- 
main firm in its decision. What the 
men will do remains a problem even 
to their leaders. Will they wait to 
consider the president’s arguments? 
Will they wajt unti a new strike 
vote can be taken? 

The president insists in his state- 
ments made today that the cost of 
living will certainly be lowered as 
soon as the treaty of peace with 
Germany and the league of nations 
are ratified . He feels that only the 
ratification of the treaty can bring 
about settled conditions of produc- 
tion and commerce, 

The president made it plain also 
that if. the campaign to lower the 
cost of living does not have sub- 
stantial results he will be ready 
then to grant the demands for high- 
er wages. In the meantime he be- 
lieves that only by keeping the cost 
of production at the present level! 
can the rise in prices be checked. 

President Wilson says that what- 
ever may happen he will not ap- 
prove an increase of freight rates. 
That would surely drive up the cost 
of living anew, and the excuse of 
inereased freights would be used to 
cover up all manner of intervening 
profits. 

In making his decision against 
the shopmen, therefore, the presi- 
dent argued that he and . Hines 
were not merely studying the bal- 
ance sheets o corporations, but 
were in effect determining the bur- 
den of taxation that must fall upon 
the people of the country in gen- 
eral. If in the future | increased 
wages are necessary, they will have 
to met from the United States 
treasury and not from increased 


rates. 

The president, stating what was 
characterized tonight as a “nation- 
al policy,” said it should be clear 
to the shopmen on second though 
and clear “to all wage earners o 
every kind,” that “we ought to post- 
pone. questions of this sort until 
normal conditions come again” and 
there has been time for calculation 
as to the relation between wages 
and the cost of living. .

“Very favorable results are al- 
ready beginning to appear,” he says. 
He believes the present efforts to 
reduce the cost of living will be 
successful “if no new elements of 
difficulty are thrown in the way.” 
Then he adds: 

“And I confidently count on the 
men engaged in the service of the 
railways to assist, not obstruct.” 

. The president believes it would 
be the height of inconsistency to 
raise wages at the same time he 
is fighting to bring down the cost 
of living. He sympathizes with the 
fears of the workers as to what 
their condition may be when the 
railroads are taken out from under 


them his word to use all the persu- ' 
asive power of the presidency to 
see that they are well provided for 
even under private control. 

In return for all this, and in re- 
turn for all his past efforts in their 
behalf, the president “confidently 
counts on their co-operation in this 
time of national test and crisis.”

PACKERS OPPOSE 
1,S, REGULATION 


Manager Weld, Repre- 
senting Swift & Com- 
pany, Says Kenyon Bill 
Would Cause Further 
Advance in Food Prices. 


Washington, August 25.—Federal 
trade commission charges against 
the five leading packers, on which 


the Kenyon and Kendrick bills pro-. 


posing license regulation of the in- 
dustry are based, were denied to- 
day before the senate agriculture 
committee, in behalf of Swift & 
company. L. D. H. Weld, manager 
of the department of business, re- 
search for the Swift company, was 
the only witness actually on the 
stand, but his statements were sup- 
plemented occasionally by Henry 
Veeder, as general counsel for the 
company, and by John Chaplin, its 
general auditor. 

Statistical analysis of -Swift & 


company’s beef operations npresent- 
ed by Mr. Weld, fixed the price of 


fresh beef to the company in 1914 
at $7.06 a hundredweight, and the 
selling price of $12.09. In 1918, the 
cost price had jumped 53.1 per cent, 
or to $10.81, and the selling price 
had increased 47 per cent, or to 
$17.77. During the four weeks end- 
ing Augypst 16, live stock, Mr. Weld’s 
chart showed, were costing Swift 
$102.86 a head, and were slaughter- 
ed and shipped at an expense of 
$12.82 a head. The beef in each ani- 
mal brought an average of $85.11, 
and hides and by-products $31.96. 
The profit from this was 28 cents 
a hundredweight.

1918 Profits of Packers. 

Denial was also made by Mr. 
Weld that combined profits of the 
packers during 1918, under food ad- 
ministration contro], were $178,000,- 
000 as stated by Federal Trade Com- 
missioner Colver. 

“The facts,” said Mr. Weld, “are 
that in 1918 the five companies 
earned $68,516,000, and that after 
federal taxés were deducted they 
earned $51,600,000 net. Under the 
food commission regulation, the 
profits were much lower than they 
were in 1917. In 1915 the packers’ 
profits were equivalent to 15.27 per 
cent on capital and surplus; in1917 
they were 18.28 per cent, and in 1918 
10.42 per cent.” 

Beef safes during 1918 had been 
largely at a loss, he said, because 
of the prices fixed by the fod ad- 
ministration on army and allied 
purchases. : 

“You were permitted to make 
more under the regulation of the 
food administration than you did,” 


Chairman Gronna said. “Why didn’t 
you do so?” 
“Other conditions did not allow 
it,’ Mr. Weld responded. 
Attacking Commissioner Colver’s 
assertion that the percentage of live 


stock purchases on the principal 
markets, remaining fairly constant 
in *its proportion among the five, 
indicated a monopoly control, Mr.

REDUCTION IN RANK 
FOR GEN. J. B. ERWIN

El Paso, Texas, August 25.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Brigadier General James B. 
Erwin, of Georgia, one of the best-

limit retirement.in nine months, and 
of his exceptionally brilliant rec- 
ord in the war, and the recent Jua- 
rez attack against the Villa forces 
that threatened so seriously Ameri- 
ean life and property on this side of 
the Rio Grande. It is hoped that the 
Georgia delegation will do the same 
thine, for certainly if General Erwin 
is that popular in Texas he is in 
his native state. The general is 
first and all the time a soldier, and 

would personally discourage the ef- 
fort that is being put forth by the 
Texas members of congress if he 
knew of it. but it attests his effi- 
ciency as a soldier and his high 
standing as a gentleman wherever 
his service calls him. 

General Erwin, prévious to his 
promotion to the emergency rank 
of brigadier general in the national 
army Aurust 5, 1917, was one of the 
senior colonels in the American 
army. 

Made Brizxadter General 

He was a brigadier general au- 
gust 5, 1917, and accepted the pro- 
motion August 29, the same year. 
He came to E!} Paso March 27, 1919, 
direct from overseas service with 
the i20th brigade, sixth division. 
He distinguished himself in France 
and in the Pershing expedition in 
Mexico he also directed the action 
against Villa at Juarez, June 15 and 
14. 1919. 

General Erwin became a cadet 

July 1, 1875. He was commissioned 
second lieutenant in the fourth cav- 
alry, June 12, 1880. His military 
eareer between that time and the 
European war follows: 
First lieutenant, April 24, 1886; 
cantain of cavalry, February 25, 
1896; major. April 22, 1903; inspec- 
tor generals department, July 


1906; lieutenant-colonel of cavalry, 


March 3, 1911; inspector general's 
department, April 1; 1911; Colonel 
of cavalry, January 4, 1914; adju- 
tant general, September 4, 1914 to 
August 8, 1915, 

The commanding officer is an 
honor graduate of the infantry and 
cavarly school, of the year 1883. 
He has had service in the Indian 
campaigns, Phillippine Islands, 
Chino, Mexico, and with the A. E. 
F., in France from July 1918 to 
February, 1919. He assisted in train- 
ing the 82d division and then or- 
ganized and trained the 6th divi- 
sion (regulars,) and was in com- 
mand of the latter until September, 
1918 when Major General Gordon was 
assigned to the command, General 
Erwin wag awarded the Croix de 
Guerre with palm by General Pe- 
tain, of France, for services as 
commander of the 12th infantry 
brigade and was also cited by Gen- 
eral Pershing for work as com- 
der of the 12th brigade, sixth di- 
vision. 

He was born and reared in Sa- 
vannah, and is a brother of the late 
Robert Erwin, who was a promi- 
nent lawyer in Savannah. There 
are two brigadier generals’ vacan- 
cies today in the regular army and 
Georgia should have one of these. 
General Erwin is the logical man. 
Officers, doughboys and citizens in 
El Paso tell me he is the most effi- 
cient commanding officer this dis- 
trict has ever had. He iis as active 
mentally and physically as any of 
the younger officers and along the 
entire border, between Brownsville 
and California, the military men 
swear by him. It would be a fit- 
ting recognition of his long and 
faithful service to permit him to re. 
tire in 1920, as a brigadier general,
